The students are trained to carry their pupils through the progressive 
classes of the Parents* Union School, which includes in its Programmes, 
Bible Knowledge and Church History, Latin, Mathematics, Literature, 
History, Geography, and various other subjects, in addition to those 
indicated above. They also take charge, two at a time, week about, of the 
girls in the Practising School, who live in a separate boarding-house. 

Opportunities for literary culture are afforded. 

The training course occupies two years, at the end of which the student 
sits for the House of Education Certificate, which may be of the *ir a t. 
Second or Third, Class. The Class of her Certificate is not the sole test of 
the qualifications of a Student.

Inspector’s Report for 1912. 

T had again the pleasure of inspecting the House of Education Amh, •, 
on the three last days of October. This is the fourth visit that t A A M •^ de * 
this training college and each year it becomes more interesting iv ®P aidto 
the students appear to me to reach a very high standard both ot a bK 
efficiency. y ana 

On the morning of Tuesday, October 29th, I heard the lessons given to the 
children in the Practising School, attached to the college. Each teacher had 
prepared three notes of lessons and one of these was given which had been 
selected by me on the previous evening after consultation with Miss Mason 
and Miss Williams, as to what children were available for each lesson* 

Miss Sharman gave a lesson in painting to the Second Class, the object of 
which was to teach the pupils the right way to mix the pigments, to observe 
the varieties of colours represented in nature, and to aim at reproducing 
them. Miss Sharman had a pleasant voice and manner and a good method, 
and the lesson was very successful. 

Miss Couchman gave a lesson on the Migration of Birds, with the object of 
inducing the children to study birds themselves by appealing to their 
imagination, and encouraging them to observe bird-life. Special attention 
was paid to the Redwing and the Field-fare. The teacher’s voice and 
manner were pleasant, and the black-board was well used.

The questions 
best answered were those on Environment, and the Influence of Love. The 
answers in the History of Education showed great equality, the best being 
that on Milton’s Tractate. In the Method paper the question best answered 
was that on the Blackboard.

Narration, for example, which is to us no more than a simple, natural 
way of expression before a child can write (or after, to save much writing) 
might easily become the dead mechanical exercise which has been imported 
from elsewhere, intended to teach all sorts of things, vocabulary, composition, 
and so on. The use of many books, again,— you see at once how that might 
become (apart from the conditions we lay down) an incentive to much 
cramming and overpressure. 

A man who has invented a saucepan lid is protected until the world has 
found out whether that particular saucepan lid is of use to it ; and I 
sometimes wish that some protection could be given to ideas until they have 
had time to justify themselves. Both literature and education suffer from 
our habit of picking up here and there. As for books, they are, of course, 
common property, and two or three lists of the books we use have been 
published (see Home Education, School Education, Some Suggestions towards 
a Curriculum, P.N.E.U. Office). 

No class lists in order of merit are published or even kept. The marks 
assigned to a scholar for any set of papers simply show whether he is above 
or below the average for his age and class but have no relative place value. 

But in order that there may be no undue pressure on the part of tethers, 
no eagerness on the part of a scholar to obtain marks *° 
interest in knowledge, the maximum marks are given, not to the ^ P P » 
but to papers showing quite satisfactory progress for the age 
of the pupil.

Mathematics. Class IV. Arithmetic. The questions were evidently too 
difficult for all but a very few. In Question 1 , the error made was in taking 
the population given as the basis on which to reckon the percentage of gain 
instead of the populations of the three previous years. In Question 2, the 
failures were due to inability to correctly place the decimal point after 
multiplication and not understanding how to extract the cube root. The 
more interesting third question required a little thought and when that was 
given a correct result was secured. 


In Class III , the questions for beginners were frequently all worked 
correctly; but only a few noted the point of the Question 1, which was 
to show by the method of working the accuracy of the result. The questions 
for the Class were seldom all correctly solved, and strangely the difficult 
working of Question 1 was more frequently right than the much easier 
Questions 2 and 3.

In so far as we hold and profess what is known as P.N.E.U. thought, 
three duties are before us : (a) To give earnest study to the mastery of the 
principles of our educational philosophy* ; (6) Having mastered these, 

to apply them ; (c) To make them known. Here follows a short summary 
of our principles, but it must be remembered that a knowledge of these 
formulae is by no means a knowledge of the principles they aim at summing 
up. 

1. Children are bom persons. 

2. They are not bom either good or bad, but with possibilities 

for good and for evil. 


3. The principles of authority on the one hand, and of obedience

A N eminent educational authority once said of the Parents’ 
National Educational Union, “ It is a wonderful thing 
to have made clear a fresh ideal to a class, possibly even 
to a nation, and I should like to see the systemized scheme of the 
Parents’ National Educational Union incorporated into the 
public education of England.” This wish seems to be on the 
point of realization. Mrs. Francis Steinthal, who has been 
connected with the P.N.E.U. from its start and who is now one 
of its Vice-Presidents, has had several opportunities of interesting 
both teachers of Council Schools and Inspectors in the methods of 
teaching advocated by Miss Mason, and as a result, she reports 
that : — 

1 wo Head-teachers have received the sanction of a West 
Riding Council to introduce the work into their schools, and 
begin on April 1st, and others will soon follow.” 

It has often been said with great truth that many of Miss 
Mason’s thoughts and dicta have become embodied in the general 
stock of ideas, that ferment of thought and energy, which, 
eneath the foam and fret of all resisting agents, beneath the 
nflict of creeds, of classes and philosophies, is lifting humanit) 
I wards and onwards. Amongst the strongest forces in this 

col ec tlve impulse is the passionate ]Qve of parents for then 

en, the yearning to fit them for life, the pride and belief 11 
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She has never counselled the easier way for parent, k 
spoke n to their love and self-sacrifice. This devotion ’is 
neither by class, by physical conditions, nor by education ■ 
the burden of poverty lies heaviest, there often burns mosi dearlv 
the flame of the Spirit fed by love and sacrifice. So we have 
always felt that the problems which affect the parents of England 
are the same, however different be the conditions of life, and we 
welcome this more definite extension of Miss Mason’s educational 
philosophy. 


As another instance of the gradual permeating of thought by 
P.N.E.U. teaching, we may note that the “ Talks to Mothers,” 
successfully initiated by the Finchley Branch, aroused the interest 
of the local branch of the Women’s Municipal Association, and 
have become the nucleus of a school for Mothers. A member 
of the Belgravia Branch has for many years used the “ Parents’ 
Review ” as the basis for her work among the mothers and chil- 
dren in her district, but the introduction of Miss Mason’s teaching 
and curricula into Council Schools is a sign of far wider 
development. 

Propaganda work has been carried on with the usual success. 
Mrs. Franklin spoke at the Hague, at a private meeting, arranged 
at the time of the Meeting of the Executive of the International 
Council of Women. Many books and pamphlets were sold, and an 
excellent report of the lecture appeared in a Dutch paper. Some 
Belgian ladies much wished to arrange for a similar lecture at 
Antwerp, but this was found to be impracticable. Mrs. Franklin 
also spoke in Paris, Rochdale, Portsmouth, Birmingham (for the 
“Child Study Society”), Galashiels, Edinburgh and otier 
Branches.
